round the corners of their head: neither ſhall they mar the corners 
of their beard, The eſtimation (11), and the ſeparation of a vow, 
and the exchange of one beaſt for another : the gift of an whore, 
and the price of a dog, is to be abominated from being brought to

And Elimelech Naomi's huſband died; and ſhe was 
left, and her two ſons. And they took them wives of the wo- 
men of Moab ; the name of the one was Orpah, and the name 
of the other Ruth: and they dwelled there about ten years. 
And Mahlon and Chilion died alſo both of them: and the wo- 
man was left of her two ſons, and her huſband. Then ſhe 
aroſe with her daughters in law, that ſhe might return from 
the country of Moab: for ſhe had heard in the country of 
Moab, how that the LorD had viſited his people, in giving 
them bread. Wherefore ſhe went forth out of the place where 
ſhe was, and her two daughters in law with her; and they 
went on the way to return unto the land of Judah.

"reapers, Whoſe damſel i; this? And the ſervant that was ſet 
over the reapers, an{wered and ſaid, It is the Moabitiſh damſel 
that came back with Naomi out of the country of Moab; And 
ſhe ſaid, 1 pray you, let me glean, and gather after the reapers, 
amongſt the ſheaves : fo ſhe came, and hath continued even 
from the morning until now, that ſhe tarried a little in the 
houſe, Then faid Boaz unto Ruth, Heareſt thou not my 
daughter?
